The USGS operates a network of nearly 10,000 streamgages 
nationwide, many in real time. Current information derived from 
these stations is available at http://waterwatch.usgs.gov. Tables 
of data that summarize historical streamflow conditions by State, 
beginning in 1900, can be accessed at 	
http://waterwatch.usgs.gov/?m=statesum. These tables are updated 
every few months to reflect the most current streamflow data.

The streamflow information used to prepare this summary is also 
used for water management, monitoring floods and droughts, 
bridge design, and for many recreational activities. To obtain real-
time and archived streamflow data and information, visit 	
http://water.usgs.gov/nwis.
